That is not a violation of any fed- 
eral statute. It is murder, punish- 
able by the state.” 


“If the sheriff or any deputy 
acted under color of law and con- 
spired with individuals to injure 
or kilb Mack Charlies Pagker,. then 
there would not only be a viola 
of Section 242 of Title 18 (Civil 
Rights Act), but also would be a 
violation of the general conspiracy 
statute,” the judge said. 


The federal action came about 
when the Pearl River County 
grand jury met during the sum- 
mer and failed to return any in- 
dictments.

Camus, 46 


SENS, France (UPI) — Nobel 
Prize-winning French author Al- 
bert Camus, 46, was killed Mon- 


day in the wreck of a fast sports 
car 60 miles south of Paris. 


His car skidded on a wet road 
and struck a tree at high speed. 
The driver was Michel Gallimard, 
42-year-old nephew of Camus’ 
publisher Gaston Gallimard. 


TOP WRITER 


Camus’ death meant the loss of 
one of France’s top rank writers 
at the peak of his career. He won 
the Nobel Prize for literature in 
1957 and scored a theatrical suc- 
cess last year in Paris with his 
adaptation of Dostoyevsky’s _ 
Possessed.” 


Camus was on his way back to 
Paris from a New Year's holiday 
in the south of France when the 
accident occurred. Gallimard, his 
wife, and his 18-year-old daughter 
were injured in the wreck. 


Police said initial investigations 
showed the car had;blown a tire, 
causing the smashup. 


Camus was a leader and inter- 
preter of the existentialist phil- 
osophy of France's postwar gen- 
eration. 


WAS GAULLIST 

Born at Mondovi, Algeria, on 
Nov. 7, 1913, Camus was a war- 
time supporter of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle and remained a Gauljist. 
He edited De Gaulle’s newspaper 
‘Combat’ in 1944 and 1945. 


His Nobel Prize was awarded 
for “idealist work of a human 
tendency.”” The citatian could 
have applied to any of his writ- 
ing. While denouncing the tor- 
ments of an unexplainable world, 
he proclaimed dignity and jus- 
tice, and the necessity of heroism. 


His main literary works includ- 
ed: “The Plague,”” 1947; ‘The 
Minotaur, or “The Halt of Oran,” 
1950: “‘Man Revolts,”’ 1951; ‘“The 
Rebel,” 1954, and “The Fall,” 
1956. Among his plays were: “The 
Misunderstanding,”” 1944; ‘‘Cali- 
gula,”’ 1945; ‘“‘The Siege,” 1949, 
and ‘‘The Just Ones,”’ 1949.

Also Davison’s, Athens 
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Steel Strike Settled 
But Perils Remain 


The nation, of course, is relieved there 
will be no resumption of the disastrous 
steel strike. There could have been no 
better news as the country settles down 
from the long holiday season to begin the 
New Year in anticipation of another rec- 
ord year for the economy. 

It is not yet quite clear just what has 
been settled. The Steelworkers Union 
won considerable gains in wages and 
benefits. The industry failed to win its 
demands for major changes in work 
rules to take full advantage of automation 
but appeals to the unions to help im- 
prove efficiency and increase produc- 
tivity. 

It is good that the industry and unions 
‘ have been able to reach a settlement 
without drastic government action. Gov- 
ernment mediators, however, with valu- 
able assistance from Vice President Nixon 
and Secretary of Labor Mitchell, have 
performed well. Agreement probably 
staves off strong congressional action and 
compulsory arbitration laws. 

But still unanswered is just what the 
consequences of the settlement will be 
to the country. If there is another sizable 
increase in steel prices, we are in for a 
repetition of the wage-price spiral which 
the industry has triggered time after time 
in the past 12 years. If further inflation 
thus results, the industry, the unions and 
the country will have gained nothing. 

Unanswered, too, is the problem of 
such vast.concentration of economic pow- 
er in the hands of a comparatively few 
people in the nation’s basic industry. The 
general public and the country’s con- 
sumers have had no voice in this settle- 
ment and in others of the past in which 
their interests were involved. A formula 
must be found—and may have been found 
in the Kaiser agreement—to give the 
public representation in negotiations in 
which every citizen is concerned. 

Both industry and labor now have a 
duty to the American people to prevent 
this settlement from triggering another 
inflationary spiral. The workers can help 
keep costs down by increased efficiency. 
Industry can forego some of its profits 
while urging labor to greater productiv- 
ity. In this way the public’s interest and 
the nation’s economy can best be served. 

Higher wages and higher profits not 
measured in terms of productivity in- 
creases can spell only one thing—infla- 
tion. This remains the greatest threat to 
the U.S. economy, to workers’ gains and 
to the free enterprise system itself.

Mayor Hartsfield’s annual message 
yesterday to the Board of Aldermen told 
of continued progress in meeting the-city’s 
problems while managing to keep the 
books balanced without an over-all tax 
increase. It was a splendid accounting. 

With a cash cafryover in excess of 
three million dollars, no tax increase is 
anticipated now for general operations. 
And investment of idle bond funds has 
yielded enough profit to escape a tax 
increase for bond retirement. 

Faced with problems of growth and 
the greatest construction program in his- 
tory, the administration still shows ex- 
cellent fiscal management and maintains 
a credit rating matched by few if any 
cities. For the 21st year it concluded 1959 
in the black, a record unequalled in any 
other large city. 

The mayor did not evade the greatest 
problem now facing the community—one 
which will determine the whole future of 
Atlanta and Georgia. “If our schools are 
closed,” he declared, “we can no longer 
boast of our great material progress. It 
will do little good to brag about more 
brick, stone and concrete, while a shocked 
and amazed world looks at a hundred 
thousand innocent children roaming the 
streets.” 

While looking forward to many areas 
in which the city can progress, the mayor 
called on the people to fight to save their 
schools and to make their views known 
to the General Assembly. He pointed to 
experience elsewhere as all the more rea- 
son why the schools must be kept open. 
He called on Atlantans and Georgians to 
become more a part of the nation, not less, 
and to shake off the political isolation 
which threatens us. 

Surely all thoughtful citizens also will 
applaud and agree with the mayor’s con- 
cluding words: " 

“We have in the past year proudly 
proclaimed to the world that Atlanta is 
a city too busy building to engage in 
hate. Such a virus finds its way into all 
phases of government and stops sound, 
intelligent progress.

Announcement by Col. William P. 
Trotter, head of the State Department of 
Public Safety, that an all-out campaign 
to reduce traffic fatalities will be waged 
this year is indeed welcome.

But rec- 
ords for 1959 leave no room for com- 
placency. 

While it is true that the death rate 
per hundred million miles traveled 
showed a decrease while the number of 
registered vehicles increased by more 
than 70,000,.the fact remains that more 
than 51,000 accidents were reported to 
the department. 

There were 17,806 persons injured and 
972 killed, the same number of fatalities 


‘ yecorded the previous year. The economic 


loss resulting from traffic accidents was 
an estimated $116,950,000. 

The heartbreak caused by deaths and 
serious injuries on Georgia.roads in itself 
would more than justify the costs in- 
volved in placing a considerably. larger 
force of patrolmen on duty and putting 
into effect a far-reaching program of 
educating the public to drive more safely. 

Col. Trotter will ask the General As- 
sembly at its forthcoming session to enact 
some new laws fo provide his depart- 
ment with the means to do a better job.

Joint Committee Findings 
On Schools Merit Attention 


The Joint House Senate Education Committee, assigned the task 
of studying effectiveness of high school training in preparing students 
for admission to state colleges, has come up with a plain-spoken re- 
port that should be given the attention of everyone interested in 
improving the educational opportunities available to Georgia youth. 


Georgia’s General Assembly is 
told in the report that through 
inadequate. training, Georgia's 
public school system is denying a 
college education to many high 
school graduates. : 


As to the cause, the committee 
blames a lack of a sufficient num- 
ber of well-trained and dedicated 
teachers, a situation attributed to 
the low scale of salaries ‘in effect. 

Connected with the finding was 
an urgent recommendation for an 
increase in teachers’ salaries. The 
committee said a sizeable portion 
of any increase should be in the 
form of merit or incentive pay. 


While the lack of sufficienily 


trained teachers due to low sala- 
ries. was, assigned the major 
the committee included 
‘other contributing factors. 


Among. those listed were limited 
curriculum in some schools, too 
much emphasis on extra-curricula 
activities and failure to develop 
to the fullest the capabilities of the 
student because the program is 
tailored for the masses rather 
than the individual. — 

Out of fairness, it must be said 
that the report should not be con- 


. sidered a. blanket indictment of 


A 


every school system in the state. 
There are some systems, particu- 
larly in the cities, where adequate 
programs are operating with effi- 
cient teachers whose salaries are 
supplemented from loca! funds. 
Such a system is that of the Mus- 
cogee School District. 

The committee made it plain 
that the majority of the trouble it 
found was in the small high 
schools. _ 

Those, it said, cannot offer the 
variety of courses, qualified teach- 
ers and the guidance and counsel- 


means of overcoming the defi- 


ciencies. Such a solution often is 


advanced but rejected at the local 
level. Areas don’t want. to lose 
their schools and the students 
must pay the penalty. 

Findings and recommendations 
of the joint committee deserve 
serious consideration of the Geor- 
gia General Assembly and of the 


state and local officials charged — 


with financing, formulating the 
programs and directing. operations 
of the various school systems. 


all levels from primary through 
college and even graduate and 
professional schools. It should in- 
clude slum clearance and urban 
redevelopment with adequate 
temporary housing for the people 
displaced by such projects. 

Thus it would not be too diffi- 
cult to provide adequate alterna- 
tive jobs for useful purposes of 
this sort. But it would require 
careful and intelligent advance

Most of us have on occasion 
watched over the shoulder as an 
art student translates a scene of 
great beauty onto a canvas. When 
we look closely at his drawing 
and then look out upon the scene 
which lies before us we realize 
that the artist lets nothing escape 
him, No tree on the landscape is 
unimportant to him. 

There is something else which 
we invariably notice about art- 
ists. They have trained their eyes 
to search out those things which 
are most worth seeing. When 
looking for something to paint, 
the artist will by-pass the less 
attractive and pause before the 
more attractive. 

Then, too, the artist sees more 
than the rest of us see. We see 
what’s in front of us. The artist 
sees symbolic meanings and hid- 
den values. 

All of these ideas suggest to me 
a similarity between art and faith, 
Those who possess faith look upon 
‘the world in a different way than 
do other people. The spiritually 
blind person doesn’t see as much 
in life. I think the faithless man 
usually has a pretty dull life. He

is so often insensitive to the spir- 
itual beauty and truth which 
abounds. He is likely to be indif- 
ferent to the wonders of the world 
and the real possibilities which 
life offers. 


One time when someone asked 
me point-blank what faith could 
add to his life I replied that faith 
saves us from an insipid tread- 
mill activity of earning a living, 
acquiring needed sleep and snatch- 
ing whatever momentary pleasure 
a day might offer. I meant to 
suggest that faith expands the 
horizons of our interests and ap- 
preciations. 

Real faith ought to add consid- 
erably to our perceptiveness. The 
eye of the man of faith sees the

Polaris-Firing Sub 
Is War Deterrent 


NEW YORK—A new era of sea power 
opened at Groton, Conn., recently when the 
Navy commissioned its first fleet ballistic mis- 
sile submarine, the U.S.S. George Washington. The 


George Wash- 


ington is the first of a class of ships that may revolutionize strategic 
‘concepts and will provide the nation for the first time with a virtually 


invulnerable strategic deterrent to 


* The nation’s newest nuclear- 


powered submarine will carry 16 
Polaris fleet ballistic missiles in 
vertical launching tubes. 

Each two-stage, solid-propelled 
missile is about 28 feet long and 
almost 5 feet in diameter. The 
first version of the Polaris, which 
the George Washington will carry 
when she puts to sea for opera- 
tional duty, probably sometime 

“next fall, is designed for a range 
of 1,200 miles; a later version 
will have a range of 1,500 miles. 

The missile is designed to carry 
a thermonuclear warhead many 
times more powerful than the 
atomic bombs that destroyed Hi- 
roshima and Nagasaki in World 
War II. Its estimated accuracy at 
extreme range is expected to be 
within a circular probable error 
of two to five miles — sufficient 
to destroy any city near which it 
bursts. Nearly all Soviet cities 
lie within the 1,200-mile range of 
the .Polaris, fired from optimum 
positions at sea. Today there is 


no known defense against a bal-— 


listic missile once launched. 
The George Washington and her 
future sisters, therefore, bring a 


new dimension to sea power.

one. But the George Washington 
represents a weapons system that 
more closely approximates invul- 
nerability to enemy attack than 
any yet developed.

Invisibility, plus mobility, long

The agreement calls for a 40- 
cents an hour boost in pay and 
other benefits over a 30 - month 
period running from now to July 
1, 1962. The pact dates back for 
technical reasons to mid-1959, but 
none of its economic terms are 
retroactive. It provides substan- 
tial insurance and other benefits 
immediately, plus seven - cent 
hourly pay boosts in late 1960 and 
late 1961. The steelworkers now 
average $3.11 hourly earnings. 


“The cumulative cost of the 
new agreement to the steel indus- 
try,”” Blough said, “‘will amount 
to. well over one billion dollars— 
and that astronomical figure is 
something to think about. 


“So the end result is a settle- 
ment which could hardly be re- 
garded as noninflationary but 
which does curb to some consid- 
erable extent, at least, the past 
excesses from which some of our 
troubles are flowing.” 


LESS INFLATIONARY 


Blough said the Mitchell-Nixon 
labor peace plan appears less in- 
flationary than any reached in 
steel since World War II. But he 
said the industry was forced by 
circumstances. not only to terms 
that were partially inflationary, 
but also failed to provide man- 
agement with the right it had 
sought to trim the work force. 


Among circumstances compel- 
ling the industry to accept, .Blough 
said, were that the urion prob- 
ably would strike again later this 
month; it seemed clear the gov- 
ernment would not permit a new 
strike and would force a settle- 
ment perhaps less favorable than 
the Nixon-Mitchell plan. 


Blough said the new agreement 
would boost employment costs by 
342 to 3% per cent a year—less 
than half the 8 per cent average 
rise which he said theindustry 
experienced in the past 20 years. 


INDUSTRY YIELDS 


Specific details were not an- 
nounced pending ratification by 
union and industry groups, How- 
ever, it was clear the terms ex- 
ceeded the bounds of what the in- 
dustry had said would be non- 
inflationary. 


That seemed to foretell an in- 
crease in steel prices, although the 
industry wasn’t saying for the 
time being) Magazine Steel said 
price rises will result inevitably.

The industry indicated it ac- 
cepted the proposals with reluc- 
tance only after becoming con- 
vinced this was “‘the best course 
of action in light of all the cir- 
cumstances at hand.” 


R. Conrad Cooper, executive 
vice president of U.S. Steel Corp. 
and the chief industry -negotiator, 
called on the union to cooperate 
to improve industry efficiency and 
to eliminate waste in order to 
minimize “‘the extent to which this 
settlement may inflate steel pro- 
duction cost.” 


McDONALD JUBILANT 


David J. McDonald, union presi- 
dent, was jubilant. He said the set- 
tlement means “peace, prosperity 
and lasting happiness” for the 
more than 500,000 steelworkers. 
And he said the union emerged 
‘sound, safe and secure.” 


In Buffalo Monday night, Mc- 
Donald told a carnival-like rally 
of more than 5,000 USW members 
that the agreement reached with 
the steel industry was 40 per cent 
better than the companies’ last of- 
fer. 


“IT promise you,” McDonald told 
the cheering steelworkers, “that 
we emerge from these negotiations 
with the greatest contract, the 
best conditions the steelworkers 
have ever enjoyed.”

NEW YORK (WNS)—Though > Negras espe- 
cially a lover, thinks himself qualified to pontificate 
-On love, the physician is probably the world’s best 
authority on the subject, says Felix Marti-Ibanez, 
M.D., prominent medica historian. 


“We physicians come most 
into contact with the problems 
—and the consequences—of the 
tender passion,” he declared. 
Cradle to grave, the physician 
is present at nearly every se- 
rious crisis of human life. 


The physician must treat the 
depression of bereavement when 
loved ones die. He must also 
find relief and, when possible,. 
cure for all the physical disor- 
ders which love frustrations give 
rise to in humans. 


“Love,” in Dr. Marti-Ibanez’s 
definition, “is a balance be- 
tween physical and mental-emo- 
tional factors. It is born sud- 
denly and lasts forecer. It is a 
motion of the soul towards 
something incomparable. It 
starts with a centripetal stimu- 
lus aroused by another person. 
When this strikes the core, love 
blossoms centrifugally until it 
becomes a psychic current flow- 
ing endiessly towards that per- 
son. 


CU RIOUS FACT 


“It's a curious fact that in’ 
scores of scientific works on 
marriage, the family, or sex, 
the term love is not even in- 
dexed!"’ he observed. 


As publisher and editor-in- 


chief of “MD,” a magazine 
which relates the.arts and hu- 
manities to the practice of medi- 
cine, Dr. Marti-Ibanez has de- 
voted two issues to the connec- 
tion between matters medical 
and affairs of the heart. 


In spite of our “distorted her- 
itage ‘of Freud,” love is not the 
same as sexual instinct, this 
doctor reasons. “Love is born 
from another being whose quali- 
ties trigger the exotic process. 
Sexual instinct, - however, pre- 
exists the object of desire and 
insures only the continuation of 
the species—not its improve- 
ment. Love is always selective, 
excluding all desired objects but 
the one. Sexual instinct is only 
’ sometimes selective. 


LOVES ABSORBED 


“Without sexual instinct, on 
the other hand, there is no love. 
But in true. love, it merely 
serves the same purpose as the 
wind in sailing,”’ said the doc- 
tor. He speaks in a soft Span- 
ish accent. An admirer of Or- 
tega y Gasset, he gives this 
Spanish philosopher's definition 
of love as “‘surrender by be- 
witchment.”’ 


“This makes it different from 


desire, which entails no sur- 
render, only the capture of the 
quarry. In desire the object 
‘of desire is absorbed. In love 
the lover himself is absorbed. 
Desire dies with fulfillment. 
Love is never fully meee va: = 
he said. 


He pointed to the many studies 
which show that the element of 
- sexual arousal plays only a 
secondary role in love. Empiric 
observation has also revealed 
. that the enjoyment of sex rela- 
tions tends to improve as love 
grows stronger. 


As was reported in “MD,” a 
healthy aspect of well adjusted 
. lovers is that they grow in 
honesty in. their relationship and 
drop the defenses which are part 
of every person's protection 
against the outside world. The 
partners feel accepted. Thotgh 
psychologically and physically 
naked, they still feel loved and 
wanted and secure. 


Nobody knows when the man- 
woman relationship acquired a 
a name and an abstract quality, 
“MD” explained. “But cer-

Hyder first attracted national at- 
tention on Jan. 8, 1955, when his un- 
heralded Engineers snapped perhaps 
the most amazing sports skein of all 
time. Tech astonished Kentucky and the nation with a 59-58 victory 
in Lexington. 


It was the first setback for Kentucky at home since 1943. 
The amazing Wildcats had sandwiched 129 home court ee 
tories between defeats by Ohio State and Tech. 


Over-all, Kentucky has lost only elght home games in 17 years, 
and Tech and West Virginia have accounted for half that total. 


How does a coach beat the unbeatable Rupp in his own back 
yard? 


“Well, our boys are never awed by Kentucky,” Hyder said. “We 
go into every game thinking that we have a chance to win, and 
Kentucky is no exception. Of course, we don’t have to get the boys 
up for games with Kentucky. They're always ready to play. But 
they’re not frightened, and that’s probably the main reason for what 
success we've achieved.” 


-—-Leading Wildcat Tamer in the SEC 


Hyder was reminded that he had labeled the current Wildcats 
‘tthe best Kentucky team in five years’’ after scouting the Ruppmen 
in a sensational 96-93 triumph over Ohio State last Monday night. 
Thus, in view of Tech’s victory Saturday night, the Engineers must 
now be stamped as the team to beat in the SEC Derby. 


“Well, I'd say the game we won Saturday night will make the 
SEC race much closer. Now that we've beaten Kentucky in Lexing- 
ton, some other teams are apt to beat them,”’ Hyder said. “‘Against 
Ohio State, Kentucky was terrific. Rupp was quoted as saying it 
was one of the finest games one of his teams ever played. 


“He said they played an ‘awful’ game against Tech, and 
we didn’t play our best game of the year by any means. But 
I'll tell you this: After scouting Kentucky, we couldn’t figure 
out a way to beat them on paper. 


“Once it started, of course, the individual play was what 
counted. No one could stop Dave Denton on the top post. He 
whipped every man they put on him. Roger Kaiser played his usual 
good game, and'in the second half we fed the ball to them. Wayne 
Richards, Bobby Dews, Jim Riley, Bill Poteet and the other boys 
did a fine job. 


“Don’t overlook the foul shooting,”” Hyder continued. We hit 20 
of 26: Kentucky missed 10 out of 20, Several of their misses came 
on one-and-one opportunities.’ 


A glimpse at Rupp’s fabulous lifetime record of 614-110—highest 
percentage in the game—magnifies Hyder’s achievements against 
the Wildcats. Since becoming head coach at Tech, he has been the 
most successful SEC mentor dueling the master. 


--Lech Tops the South in Cage Poll 


Rupp, of course, holds a decided edge over Hyder and every 
SEC coach he has faced, but no other league rival has beaten 
Kentucky more than twice since 1950. And, as mentioned, only five 
coaches have earned the distinction of four or more triumphs in 
three decades. 


After exploding the 1955 blockbuster in Lexington, Hyder’s Tech- 
men followed up with a 65-59 verdict over the Baron in another 
shocker in Atlanta. They didn’t cage the Wildcats again until 1958 
when they walloped the NCAA champs, 71-52, at Alexander Coliseum. 


Rupp and assistant coach Harry Lancaster never dréamed 
that the team taking it on the chin that night in Atlanta would 
claim the national crown. 


While Tech was bouncing the Wildcats on the court, Rupp was 
nervously bouncing up and down on the bench. Strolling to the 
Kentucky dressing room after the game, a man remarked to Lan- 
caster that Coach Rupp was likely to have another heart attack 
if he didn't calm down. “Oh, no, he isn’t,"”” Lancaster replied. “‘Not 
and leave me with this team.” 


Now, Kentucky is on the verge of its worst season record-wise 
since Rupp arrived on the campus. The Wildcats have dropped 4 of 10 
starts. That’s one more than they lost last season, only four shy 
of Rupp’s worst campaign (17-8).

fundamental gun lore, so I figured it would be 
less embarrassing to ask him. T. C. is custodian 
for the Police department during his official 
hours. His evenings are spent in the gun shop 
under his residence out on Trenton street, where 
he makes and repairs guns, and puts together 
various combinations of powder and lead to test 
she many calibers. The finest gun in my rack 
300 Kennon Magnum, designed for me by the 
artist before my last trip into the Yukon 
erritory. 


I pursued the matter further. 
“‘In terms of powder, what is a grain?” 


He told me that it was a measurement out of 
the old English system of weights and measures, 
equal to the average weight of a grain of wheat 
taken from the middle of the ear. A total of 360 
grains come to one ounce and 5,760 of them make 
a pound. The heaviest big game rifle used on this 
continent is the .300 Kennon Magnum—which uses 
the same shell as the Weatherby Magnum. My 
gunsmith had given me the data on these shells, 
which are armed with 78 grains, or about one- 
fifth ounce of powder. 


Our conversation about gun sizes went into the 
various gauges of shotguns and I learned that the 
.410, the smallest shutgun, is really not a gauge 
but a caliber. 


From 28-gauge down to eight—too large and 
now generally outlawed—the gauge is determined 
by the size of lead balls needed to add up to one 
pound. For instance, the 12-gauge is the size of 
the balls which weight 12 to the pound. If the 
pound of lead is molded into 20 round balls, each 
will fit the inside diameter of a 20-gauge shotgun. 


“Just one more question,” I said. “‘Why is it 
that a guy misses a lot more of the critters than 
he is able to hit?”’ 


The old gunman chortled. 


“For that answer, my friend, you'll have to 
find somebody smarter than me.”’

Plentiful Areas 
Sought Change 


WASHINGTON (# — The Fish 
and Wildlife Service Monday re- 
jected the proposals for extension 
of the duck hunting season in 
states which have large numbers 
of birds in contrast to the gen- 
eral pattern of shortage. 


There had been suggestions for 


extended seasons particularly in 
Colorado, where the season closed 
Dec. 14, and in Texas where it 
closed Jan. 1. 


Recently the service also ruled 
against an early closing of the 
season in areas where ducks are 
in short supply. The season var- 
ies in different areas but will be 
over in all states Jan, 8. 


The service said that as a re- 
sult of vagaries in migration, 
caused by weather and food 
supplies, it is not uncommon for 
the duck distribution pattern to 
shift from year to year. 


“Thus scattered states can 
have more birds compared to the 
previous year even with the over- 
all population down sharply,’’ it 
said. 


This year there apparently has 
been an unusual shift of adult 
birds between flyways.

A brilliant decision on the part 
of South netted a profit of over 
2,000 points for his side in the 
hand featured today. 


South opened with one spade, 
and North properly chose to make 
an immediate slam signal by 
jump shifting to three diamonds. 
Though South held slight additional 
values, he preferred to make the 
minimum rebid of three no trump 
to describe a balanced hand. 
North then showed the spade fit, 
and South dutifully showed the 
ace of clubs. Then came North’s 
cue bid in hearts, whereupon 
South described the one pertinent 
fact about his hand which he had 
not yet divulged, namely, the sup- 
port for partner’s big suit. This 
so excited North that he contract- 
ed for a grand slam in diamonds 
though, on the basis of his part- 
ner’s bidding, he was not in po- 
sition to visualize more than 12 
tricks. It will be observed that at 
diamonds fhere was no way to 
avoid the loss of a club trick. 


At this point South saved his 
team from disaster by a most 
inspired bid. Upon analysis, he 
reached the conclusion that a 
spade contract must be quite as 
makeable as diamonds and might 
even prove superior. He marked 
his partner with the ace and some 
small spades, the ace of hearts, 
and a solid six-card diamond suit. 
If North had seven daimonds the 
hand would produce 13 tricks at 
any declaration, but if he had 
only six diamonds there were only 
12 tricks available unless North 
had a singleton (which appeared 
to be a moral certainty), in which 
case a ruff in dummy would pro- 
duce another trick if the hand 
were played in spades. 


When West opened the queen 
of clubs, declarer saw 12 top card 
tricks in full view and needed 
but to ruff one heart in the North 
hand to bring the total to 13.
